How P rimileon being on hunting with Palantine ad 
diuers other, ſtrayed from them with his Squire, 
and found the Grand Patagon, whom hee vanqui- 
ſhed,and brought into ſubie ction. 


N Heare greatmeruailes of ve ( Sir) an⸗ 
8 ſwered Prmalcon, and truly would 
gladly ſc a monſter ſo admirable. Ne- 
uer deſire the ſight of him, replied Pa- 
Mt lantine, fo2 in ſwth vee were better ſer 
the Diuell, than Paragon. J p2ay ves 
Sir (quoth Primeon) let vs go hunt 
that way where he abideth, and ſo we may chance to get 
a ſightof him: bat we will put on our armour, to pꝛeuent 
the woꝛſt which may happen. Ile beare ye companie ans 
 fwered Palantine, albeit haue no deſire to ſæ him. At 

which woꝛds Primaleon ſmiled, and arming themſelues 
pꝛeſently, toward the mountaines they ride, with twen⸗ 
tie other god Knights in their traine. So long they cha⸗ 
ſed on euerie ſide, that at length darke night ouer - toke 
thein; euen as they rode along a plaine field, where Pri- 
maleon intreating them to abide till next moaning : they 
pelded thereto, and euerie one toke his reſt, except Pri- 


ma leon, who was de ſirous to make himſelfe there ſpoken 


of by ſome action of honour, woꝛthie note and fame: and 
doubting leaſt Palantine would not guide him directly 
to 
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fo mofe with Paragon , beholding likewiſe howe enerie 
one ſlept, ſoftly hee aroſe , and taking no body with him 
but his Squire Purente, ſtraied ſo farre from them in the 
nights ſeaſon, as when moꝛning appeared, he found him 
in the midſt of a faire ſpacious wod.

Paragon feling himſelfe wounded , ſnatched foꝛth the 
Launce againe, and darted it at the Knight, who eſpied 
it comming, and therefo2e quickly ſfept aſide , ſeffing 
hand to his ſwo2d to dꝛaw it foꝛth: but Paragon hauing a 
great Courtlar , ſmote fo ſtrongly there with vppon the 
NAnights Sheld, that he cleft it in two parts, foꝛ which he 
was requited with two ſuch found rokes, as Paragon 
imagined himſelfe moꝛe than halfe dead already. Wihers 
foꝛe, caſting both his bow and Courtlax on the ground, 
x koꝛgetting to cal fo2 helpe with his Coꝛnet, he ran to get 
feyzment on his enemies body, thinking to ſtrangle him 

betweenc his armes: but he ſuddenly gaue backe, # wat⸗ 
ched him ſuch a blow with his ſwo2de on the right arme, 
that he pared away molf part of the flefh , cutting off his 
hand likewiſe, which fell downe to the ground. Nowe 
th:ongh the grieuous paine he felt by his wounds, as alſo 
his loſe of bled, which dyed the graſſe round about him, 
he was no longer able to ſtand 1 his legs, but falling —

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he earth, roared fo dzcadfully, as it would haue terre ſiod 
the very ſtouteſt hart in the world to heare him. At this 
noyſe, the Lycns fo:ſwke the hoꝛſe, running toward the 
night with wonderful furp: now it ted him on to bee 
hardy and valiant, f 02 the Lyons rent his armoꝛ in diuers 
places, giuing him (withall) foure oꝛ fine great wounds: 
but hc thꝛuſt his ſwoꝛd thꝛough p ones belly, which made 
him ſtretch himſelfe along on the ground dead and fur- 
ning backe on the other, cleft his head in two pieces with 
his weapen thus was he rid of the Lyons both together. 
Noꝛ was he vnmindtull to thanke God foz this god ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe, neither did his owne hurtes any way dilmay him, 
but leauing the Lyons, he came to the Graund Patagon, 


becing deſirous (ſeeing him ſo ſtrangely ſhapen) to take 


him thence with him as his pꝛiſoner, thinking it would 
be a great honour, to haue him embarqued, and make a 
ꝛeſent of him to Ausene Gry donia. 

Then calling Purente to him, who was greatly affont- 
ed at this miſchapen fight , + retoyced that his maſter had 
eſcaped ſuch danger: Lyſft awhile, quoth F rimaleon. and 
let vs deniſe , how we may get hence this infernall furie, 
that my miſtrefſe Grydoma might haue a ſight ot him. J 
Know not, ſaid Porente, how it can poſſibly be done, be⸗ 
cauſe he is ſo ſoꝛe wounded: neuertheleſſe, we wil fry all 
likelr meanes to accompliſh your deſire. 


Do taking the chaine, where with he vſed to leathe his 


Lyons togither,they fallned it about his neck, whereat he 
gaue ſuch another loude ſhꝛieke, as called two cther of 
his ſanage Patagons, with long charpe pointed vꝛons in 
their hands: which (notwithſtanding) were likewiſe van⸗ 
quifhed by P1maleon , though indeed with much a dw, in 
regard he was ſo dangerouſip wounded. 

Vamag bꝛeathed and reſted himſelſe there awhile, be 
conciuved to depart thence; but he could not de uiſe hew 
£o get Patagon along with him, neither how to help him⸗ 
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tele becauſe the Lyons had toꝛne his hozſe in pieces. 
Being 
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Being in this perplerity., it foꝛtuned that Torques, 
P.lentine, and all the other whont he lefta ſlpe, arriued 
where hee was: but when they beheld what Dum leon 
had done, they to5 amazed thereat, and T orques alighs 
ting fron his hoꝛſe, came fo Primalenn in this manner. 
25cleetne me my Lo2d (quethhe) J may iuſtly complaine 
of pour vnkindnelle, in foꝛſaking me as pee did all theſe 
other: albeit J am ot ſo llender valour, as my helpe will 
ſtand yec but in little ſted, vet might 3 in ſeruice haue at⸗ 
tended on pe, to do whatſocner liked pou fo commaund 
me: Sap god my Loꝛd, how chere pe: fo me thinkes 
vour hurts are very offenſiue, 

I thanke Gad ſaid Primaleon, 3 find my ſelte very wel 
now J haue bꝛoght this earneſt deũtred enterpꝛiſe to end. 
Palentine, and al the reſt of his company ſo admired this 
rare accident, as they knew not which way to extol it ſut⸗ 
ficiently. 

Dir Knight, ſaid Palantine, God hath highly Lauoured 
pe, in that pou alone haue effected, what this whole 3land 
could not do: now hath Parazon his deſerts, foꝛ ſhould 
he haue continued longer in theſe parts, we 'mulſt haue 
bene enfo2ced ta flie our countrey , as vnable to endure 
his dine liſh crueltp. 

Mell (quoth Primaleon) he ſhal now trouble pe no lon⸗ 
ger, there foꝛe helpe to lead him along with vs, that they 
which befo2e feared him, may now at their pleaſure be⸗ 
hold him. Sire of them pꝛicked him foꝛward with their 
Launces , and Torques toke the Coꝛnet from about — 
necke, ſetting it to his mouth, foz triallof the ſound, ar 
whether any moꝛe P.tagons would come thither oꝛn 
but had there not beene fo many in company, he might alk 
well haue repented his folly, foꝛ fifteene moꝛe came run⸗ 
ning foꝛth of the wods vppon them, which in the ende 
were every one foyled, P entine; Torques and all the o⸗ 
ther Knights ſhewing great valour, and were not a little 


pꝛoud of ſo great a victozy,- 45 
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All the Patagons being diſpatcht, they holp cnc another 
to dꝛeſſe their hurts, foꝛ not one of them efcaped vnwoun⸗ 
ded: two Knights of Ormeda gaue their hoꝛſes to Prima- 
leon and Torques, rather chuſing the mſelues to trauaile 
on fte, than ſuffer men of ſo great deſert to bee ſo vnpꝛo⸗ 
uided. All the way as they rode, ſuch wunderment was 
made at the Graund Patagon, as euery one enquired, to 
knowe their deliuerer from ſo hideous a monſter:⁊ when 
Primaleon was ſhewen the, imagin vou, what triumphs 
and honours they beſtowed therefoꝛe vppon him. The 
Loꝛd of the Iſland, (fo whom Primaleon thus farrc had 
diſcloſed himſelfe, that hee was called the Knight of the 
clouen Nocke) embzacing him foꝛ this great god fo2s 
tune, ſaid. Pardon me Sir, if J haue not hitherto hono⸗ 
red yee to pour high deſeruings , and let my ignoꝛante of 
pour vertues, excuſe ſo great an ouerſight.Immediatly he 
commanded his Chirurgione to haue eſpeciall care of his 
wounds, as alſo thoſe which the Graund Paragon had re⸗ 
ceived, becauſe Primal eon was ſo deſirous to k pe him 
altue ; but he would not ſuffer them apply any medicines 
to his hurtes, wiſhing rather to die than bee recouered.

N hen they perceiued his gentlenes in the Ladies ſight 
and how obediently he behaued himſelſe to her, her doubt 
and feare of him being well remwued: they perſwaded her 
to come the oftner in his ſight, and ſhee ſo pꝛeuailed with 
him by faire demeanour , that ſhee could gouerne him as 
the pleaſed, intreating him (by ſignes) to per mit his hurts 
be cured: but he declared by his ſignes, how he had neede 
of no other Chirurgion than himſelfe, and licking his 
wounds, with his huge bꝛoad tongue g aue ſhew, that — 
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wasPhilicke ſufficient ſoꝛ him. Thente fozward Selui- 
da toke charge of him, leading him vp and downe with 
her in his chaine, ſo that much god iſlued by the taking of 
him; foꝛ the Patagons (afterward) would neuer hurt any 
one, in the Illand. Palantine and his bꝛethꝛen did manye 
honours to Primaleon; and Seluida their ſiſter, hauing di⸗ 
uers conkerences with him, till laboured to winne him 
to continue there with them: but all her perſwations pꝛo⸗ 
ned in vaine, in regard his affections called him to another 
place. 

Now Palan tine imagined , if any meane might pꝛe⸗

Sir night of the clouen Nocke, 
my father and we all do lone ye fo dearelp, as wee are ve⸗ 
rie loath to foꝛgoe your companie, wherefoze he giues vou 
to vnderſtad by me, that if you pleaſe to accept my Siſter 
Seluida in marriage, her dowꝛie ſhall anſwere pour own 
erpectafior, e he will repute himſelle happie by enioping 
ſuch a ſonne. 

Sir Palantine (anſwered Primaleon) J thanke both 
him and pou foz the great loue vs beare me, Seluida is ſo 
faire and vertuous, as J would account my ſelf foztunate 
hauing her my wife, if there were not an eſpeciall hinde⸗ 
rance in this caſe: then let me plainely tell pee, my hart 
is els where countermaunded, and in heauens faire foꝛe⸗ 
head are my vowes engrauen, which makes mee thinke 
my kay here is ouer tedions, though J could as willingly 
die, as part from pour companie, but that pee perceaue 
what an vꝛgent occaſion thereto conſtraineth me. 


If it be ſo (quoth Palantine) then J vow to trauaile a 


long with vou, and neuer to returne hither againe, while” 
you haue any ſeruice wherein to imploꝝ me. ; 
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Me actepted his kinde offer, and ſo he went to aduer⸗ 
tite his father thereof who albeit he was loth to fo2gs his 
ſonne, pet foꝛ the contpany of ſo god aKnighf, he diſpen⸗ 
ſed with fathe-ly affection, agreeing to his meme. 
dable reſolutio. 

Primalcon was no ſoner otow;bat »jouifion fo2 depar⸗ 
ture as ſpiedily appointed, to the Ladies no little griefe, 
who had god hope, that better acception would haue been 
made ot her lone, fo2 (indeed) ſhee affected Primaleon en⸗ 
fircly. Thus by the meanes of her, was Paragon embar; 
qued, wher taking a heauy fare wel other vata-beftowed 
laue: the teares ſtanding like pearles on her faire checkes 
the thus ſpake , . Sir Knight of the clouen Nocke, much 
better had it biene (fo2 me) neuer to haue ſcene ye, foꝛ ye 
take from me my bꝛother Palantine, leauing my poꝛe 
heart fettered in ſtronger chaines, than thoſe wherein Pa- 
tagon is manacled: but would that mine were tompara⸗ 
ble to his, then were J aſſured to go along in your campa⸗ 
ny withtheſe woꝛds the went on ſhoare againe, not ha⸗ 
uing the patience to heare his anſwere, which moning c6- 
paſſion in him, made hun thus ſhape his ſptech to Palan- 
tine, Jampartly ſo2y , that I cannot doe pour ſiſter ſuch 
ſeruice as J would, and deſertleſſe (on my behalfe) is tho 
igue ſhee beares me: but what J cannot accompliſh foz 
her, ſhall binde me in a ftricer bond to you , reckoning 
you al waies as my dere friend and bꝛother. Now was 
Patagon ęuermoꝛe aſtraid when he loked on Primaleon, 
foz he knew him to be the Knight that vanguiſhed him: 
therefoze when he menaced him, he pꝛeſently was hum⸗ 
ble, and at his commandement, ſtanding moze in ſcare of 
him, than any other in the conipany,
